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blaſphemous fancies, men have taken 
upon th m an audacious Art tb form 
and new-ſhape themſelves , altering the 
Humane hgure,and moulding it accord- 
ing to their own will and arbitrement, 
varying it after a wonderfull manner, 
almoſt every Nation havinga particular 
whimzie as touching Corporeal faſhions 
of their own invention. In which kind 
of Mutations, they do Schematize or 
| change the Organical parts of thcir Bo- 
dics into divers depraved hgurcs., 

Cardan (de Rerum wariet. lib.$.ca2.43.) 
ſpeaking of ſuch Outlandiſh Faſhion- 
nionegers, ſaith, It ar peareh tht the 
Humane Form hath been varied many 
waycs, both by Art and diarnal facceſ- 
ſton 3 But whatſoever is done” againſt ' 
the Decrce of Nature, is noxious and 
Inconvenient for the Budy : yet they 
who praiſe this Art,cancetve that the 
become thereby more healthfull, ftrong 
and gallant. But the Midwife ought to 
reduce to the natural ſtate, and not to 
draw and force the Beodics of Infants 
into fantaſtique ſhapes.

Figure which is induced through evil 
Conformation,or the difficulty of Birth, 
or the unskilfulneſle of Midwives ; if it 
be recent and not long after the Birth, 
may be a little correfted , while the 
Bones are yet ſoft and flexible; although 
in Adults, when the Bones are now har- 
dened, itis incurable. And as Panſa in 
his Pra&tique part de Proroganda vita, ad- 
viſeth, Every part of the new-born In- 
fants Body is to be formed , and thoſe 
parts that ought to be concave, muſt be 
preſſed in;thoſe which ſhould be ſlender, 
conſtrained & repreſſed; and thoſe which 
are naturally promincnt,rightly drawn 
out : The Head allo is diligently ro be 
made round; and as Semnertwus gives the 
Indication and Cure, Itin any part it be 
eminent above the natural hgure, there 
itis to bedeprefſcd ; which can be done 
no other way but by working it with 
"the Hands, to wit, that the Midwife or 
Nurſ,by often gently handling the _ 
an 
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ind involving it with Head-bands, abo- 
liſh that Figure which is preternatural, 
and racer into the Head the true 
ape deſired. Afterwards (as Panſa faith) 
Il the Body is to be extended and re- 
mitted, and every Part to be put in mind 
of its office. 

And theſe finnes both of Commiſſion 
nd Omiſſion, committed by Midwives 
nd Nurſes ſo frequently in theſe times 
zainſt the tender Bodies of Infants, will 

appear more notorious, if we refle& up- 
on the careful praftice of Ancient times 
in this matter of high concernment : 
For it ſhould appear by a paſſage of Plats 
i Alcibiade;that the Nutritiz of old,whilſt 
the Bodies of Infants were tender, did 
conform them moſt to the advantage of 
Nature, which is the office of Coſmeti- 
cal Phyſick ; not as ſome falſly ſuppoſe, 


only to provide Fucuſſes to diſguite the 
natural, and that way only to palliate 
the defets of Nature : which damnable 
fortion of Coſmetique Art doth flou- 
riſh in the opinions and monſtrous pra- 
Riſes of men and women, whereas that 
of the more noble part is wanting and 
grown quite out of uſe ; whether by the

Many have held opinion, that Pliny and Als 
Gellizts were loud liars, when they wrote and pub- 
liſhed , thar there lived a certain kinde of people 
in Scythia, which had Dogs heads, and that they 
howled like Dogs,inſtead of ſpeaking as other men 
doe, What theſs rwo worthy men have writnen is 
true in part, butnor in all, I ſay in part, becauſe 
ſome people that have been diſcovercd within the 
ſpace of theſe fourſcore years and ſomewhat more, 
have a forme or figure neer in reſemblance tothe 
head and ſhape of a Dogs head z to wit, of thoſe 
lictle prerry flart-noſe Dogs which Ladics keep tor 

leaſure in their Chambers ; yer not Naturally , 
-_ Artificially. For theſe people, from the time 
of all antiquity , did alwaycs hold ir for a ſingular 
beauty to : wn , to have their Noſes flatted or faln 
down. And this is the reaſon , that when their 
children are newly born , and have their bones ve- 
ry render , the Fathers and Mothers never faile to 
quaſh, or flar down that part of the face which is 
between the eyes and the mouth , as the like hatly, 
been done to little Dogs. And to ſpeak truly, be- 
ing thus dcale, withall , they differ very little 1 
their looks from the reſemblance of Dogs. bg 
they meddle not with their cars, to make th 
pointed or hanging down , as commonly is uſed to 
thoſe Creatures. Yerrruc it is, that when ny arc 
grown to manly ſtature , they bore or pierce holes 
through 
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through their cars (even as is done here among us) 
ro hang, therein fine-colour'd ſtones, or clſe the 
bones of certain fiſhes. Onthe other ſide, in part 
they have reported a Fable , when they ſay , thar 
theſe {ynocephali or ({ynocephales, that is to ſay , 
men having hcads like unto Dogs , do dwel in a 
part of ScythiZ, becauſe all thoſe Countries have 
| been diſcovered, aud doc declare no deformity on 
the peoples bodies : Bur they of whom we make 
mention, are placed between the EquinoRial , and 
Tropic of Capricorn , on that fide which is called 
Amcrica , in part whercof theſe {ynocephales are 
contained.

Now that they howle or bark, as Dogs doz, is ur- 
rerly falſe : for they ſpeak a language diſcrely, 
briefly, and properly accented ; which is ſuppoſed 
ro be the Greek rongue. They are people of goodly 
ſtature, and ſightly preſence , all ſaving the Face, 
which much reſembleth a fAlat-noſed Deg , and is 
done by artifice, as I have already faid. They 
maintain War againſt a neighbouring people 
whom they call Hargaias,that have the very tame 
manners , behaviour of life and Dogs-heads like 
theirs. The Author of the Trca/uiy of Times; 
reports to have ſeen a dozerr of theſe Dog7-headed 
men at Rowen , whichthe Normans brought home 
with them.

The Macu.zs nor farre from Mocambique, a- 
mong ether marks of their gallantry , have holes 
in their Lips, in the vpper of which they pur lictle 
pegs of wood , as big as a Hens quill ,” of a tinger 
long, ſticking right out Iike a naile z inthe lower 
Lip they weare a Leaden Bung,fo clole and heavy, 
that the Lip fals ro the Beard, ſhewing their Gums

The Brafil:ans have their Lips bored , wherein 
they wear ſtones ſo big and long , that they reach 
to their Breaſt, which makes them ſhew filthy fine, 
Prrechas ta bis pilgrimage. 

Alitle from Gambra in Africa , as an Enſigne 
of Nobility and greatnes , the men and women 
wear Rings in their Lips, which when they cat 
their meat , they rake away , putting them in and 
out at pleaſure, 

The better fort of Feyptizn women weat 
Rings of Gold or Silver through both ends 
of their mouths, and in their under-lip, hang- 
ing rich Pearls and pretiovs-ſtones to them. Ti«y 
think themſelves not worthy to live, unlctle rhey 
wear theſe badges ; whercin the baſer fort coun- 
rertcit their berters.

The Lips were ordained for the Cows of the 
mouth , erven 1's to difend the Teeth, and Cavilte 
of the mouth , while thy ſhut it f; om cold and cx- 
teinal myuries: and inſomuch as they couy the 
mouth , they alſo adde much raament wnty the 
Face ; whence they wha have loſt their Lips , that 
the Gums are ſeen, piove difurmed ; and for &

C/me committed aga:nſt the honeſty and juſtice of 
Nature.

Theſe natural uſcs of the Mouth ſome other 
Nations ſeem net to underſtand , or clic are wil- 
tully 
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Fully ignorant of thar freedome which the Lay 
of Nature aftords in the ulc of it ; For, the Num. 
d:ans, of the bctrer tort, cover their Heads w.th a 
pee-e of black Cloth , part whercot like a Viſard 
or Mask fteach-th down over the;r Faces, covcr.ng 
all rhcir Countcnance except their Eyes, (Pu! arch 
piler.2.11b,6.) So oft as they put meat into their 
mouths, they remove the ſa.d mask ; which bcing 
done , they forthwith cover the mouth again, al- 
leadging this fend reaſon z For (ſay Bow) as it 
is unſecmly for a man after he hath received incar 
into his tomack,tc vomir ;r our of his mourh again 
and caſt it upon tlie carth, ſoir is as undecent a 
part to eat mear with a mans mouth uncovercd, 
W:th whom it ſeems the covering of the mouth is 
obſerved with cqual modeſty , as the covering of 
the fcer by the Jewes, Had Nature expcRed any 
ſuch complement, ſhc would have made a Flap or, 
Cover for the Mouth, y;hich the fondneſle of rhelc 
men ſeems ro have defired, neither would ſhe have 
ſeatcd the Mouth in ſo eminent, open, and con!pi- 
cuons a place, 

The Gmincans take their mear rorne in peeccs 
with the three midmolt fingers ; and gaping, catt 
it fo right into their mouths , that they never fail 
or cat it beſides, (1dem.) A thing much wondred 
at by ſome Travellers that obſerved them, Had 
Nature made the hands zoo ſhort to reach their 
mouths, they might have pleaded neccthity for this 
Pitch-car-like feeding ; Bur the Hands, as Ana- 
romiits well obſcrve, were fo placed, 2nd endowed 
with ſuch a length, rhat they might cqually rcach 
the mouth on either ſide, 

Anſwerable to which abſurdity is the cuſtome 
of the people of Candou-Ifland, who ulc Finger- 
ſpoons, uling no other tor any liquid thing L nt 
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Rice, nor Honie, bur take them with their fingers, 
which they do fo neatly and nimbly, withour loſing 
any thing, z for they account it the gieatent inci- 
vilay in the world to let any thing tall in cating, 
Furch.pilgr.2lib4g. 

In Feſſe alſo and Barbary, Finger-ſpoons are in 
faſhion. Idem pilgr 2.116.6. 

They of Goa alfo eat their portage with their 
hands, mocking at the ule of ſpoons as if they were 
uncivil, GrimPfon of ther manys. 

Indeed the people of Numidia cat out of 
their Fiſt, and the Hand the natvral U.ti out of 
which they drink their milk, as a met fit inſtru- 
ment framed by Nature for that end, Whence 
Ding cs of old, percciving one to drink water our 
of his Hand, threw away h's Diſh. A good honeſt 
and frugal invention, no way contradictory tothe 
lnrention of Nature, for they advance it up to the 
lips. But although Nature may ſeem to have 'n- 
tcaced the Hand tor aDiſh, yer there is more doubr 
tobe made whether fhe intended the ingers tor 
Spoons to that Diſh, and to have allotted Eve 
ſpoons ro every diſh, Bur ir is plain by the full 
length and poſition of the Hand (contrary tothe 
6/0012n-law )thar nature never intended the Hand 
tobe as a Fork to pitch meat as unchopt Hay into 
the mouth, 

They of Go2 and other of the Malabars drink: 
cut of a Copper-Can with a Spout, whereby they 
let the water fall down into their mouths , and 
never touch the Por with their lips , for that the y 
abhor. Id: m p!/21e2 lib.10, 

They of Goa ule tor their Drinking certain thin 
Veſſels made of black carth, the which are pierced 
nthe neck; they call them Gaigolertes ; tor thar 
be that dzinketh lifrerh up the Vellel , and nor 

touch- 
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rouching, it with his lips, receives the water by 
thoſe lirtle holes, the which doth gozle and make 
a pleaſing noile. They hold this manner ct drink- 
ing mea: civil, rothe end they dehile nor the Cup 
with thcir mouths, whic' arc tumcrimes unclean, 
"They that come n.wly our of Portugat, and will 
drink after th's manner , ſpill much warer upon 
their cloaths , for that they know not how to ule 
the Cup : they call ſuch menReywolex in mockage, 
Grimnſtan of their mantys, 

I remembcr , I ſaw.a Poitrs ( whom I had im- 
oloyed ) drink up a Flagon of Becer,w'th his hand 
het very high from his lips, without cver ſo much 
as once gulphing for the matrcr ; which I raking 
notice of, He told ine hc had been among the 
Ma!iabais , where if he ſhould have gulphed or 
have Jrunk any othcrw:fc, he might have had his 
throat cut. 

(ardan remembers, that when he was a Boy, he 
ſaw a ccttain Gaman (a Coiuncl) who was wont 
to drink down wine with an unmoved throat; 
Bur he ranger it among other very admirable 
properties ut fome men, Cayd. de waridt. l.8.C.11, 
But it ſcems our Malabars think that Nature 
gave us not Lips to drink with , 2s Anatomiſts in- 
form us; neither would our Proverb, Many thmgs 
happen 6ctween the Cup and L'p,bs ever endenized 
among them , who never Ict the Cup and Lip 
[VILA S 

The Tovop niambaul'iians,, when they drink, 
they never cat; and when they cat , they 1.cyer 
drink ; and they wondred at our cuſtome, who cat 
and drink together by turns. t&nd if any ſhould 
compare them in this to Horſes, the anſwer was 
made by a witty Fellow, thar there is a d:fterence, 
tor the Barbaiians necd not be led to water, wo 
ther: 
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there was no fear that they ſhould beconſtrained rs 
break their haleers. Frenchmen, who never drink 
but they cat , would make an excellent medley 
| with theſe men at a Banquet or Poration. 

Surely theſe Tovopmambaultians adhere to the 
old aſſertion , a popular tenent in our daycs , ex- 
ploded by che learned Enquirer into Common Er- 
rours ; Thar thcre are dittercnr paſſages for meat 
and drink , the mcat or dry aliment deſcending 
by one, the drink or moiſining vehicle by the 0- 
ther ; which contraditerh experience, and the 
Theorie of Anatomic, and the ule of parts. For at 
the throat there are two Cavitics , or condutting 
parts ; the one the Ocſophagus guller, or feeding 
channel , ſeared next the Spine , a part officiall 
unto nutrition 2 the other (by which *tis conceived 
the Drink doth pale ) is the Weazon rough ar- 
eerie or Windevpipe, a part inſcrvicnt tothe Voice, 
and reſpiration g for thereby the aire deſcenderl: 
ito the Lungs , and is communicated unto the 
lcart. Again, beſides theſe parts deſtined ro di- 
ile offices, there is a peculiar proviſion tor the 
wind-pipe, that is a Carti'ag.ncous flap, upon the 
opening, ot the Larinx or throatle , which hath an 
open cavity , for the admiſtion of the air ; bur 
I thcreby either micar or d: ink thould deſcend, 
providence hath placed the Epiglorris, Ligula, or 
Flap, Ike an Ivic leaf, which alwaics cloſcth when 
welwallow , or when the meat and drink paſſerh 
ovcrit into theGuller,leſt any ſhould ſlide into the 
tough artcric, or ſome crum ( as we uſe to ſay) 
ſiunild go awry. And the contrivance of Natures 
atifice in this Flap is very remarkable ; which be- 
ing rigid and erett by Nature , by rcaſon of irs 
brmcr and trier connexion in the hollow of the 


vong Hyodes , it is alwaics dercined ereRt by the 
untcrven- 
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intervening, of a thicker ligament, by reaſon of 
the neccflity of reſpiration , wherein our lite con. 
fiſts; whereby the pipe of the Rough ancric re« 
mains open , lcaſt the heart ſhould be luftocared, 
notwithland'ng bing fl: xible , that it might per. 
fefly ſhut the chinks upon which it is recailed, 
when we ſwallow our mcar and drink ; by whoſe 
weight iris deprefled , Iſt any thing during the 
rime of cating ard drinkirg ſhould fall into the 
Weazon ; and haviizg ſwallowed them, preſently 
like a Sprivg, it 's Lifted up, and returns to its po- 
flure ; So that ;f we ſpeak in the very act of cat. 
ing ordrinking , that will be enforced to open, to 
It out the matter of ſpeech , which is the breath; 
and ſo expoſed, if any meat or diink irpudently 
fal! into the arte1ic , it ſtraitwayes ftrang'cs or cx- 
Citcs a cot ph, until by the force of the breath ir be 
ejeacd , becauſe that thing dclcending binders 
rc{piration, and fo conſcquemly ſpeech 5 wheres 
fore Nature necellarily riſeth up t> che expulſion of 
ol if» And this is the reaſon, why a nian cannot 
drink and breathe at the ſame time; and why it 
we laugh while we drink , the drink flics our at the 
Noſtrils; and why when the water enters the Wezs 
zon , men are-{uddenly drowned, Verily theſe 
mcn anſwer nor the intention of Nature , ne:chet 
cheriſh their bodics ſo well as otherwiſe they migyt, 
And i:ecy had need feed very warily and filently 
(as they doe) for mear bing in its own nature cot- 
pulent compact and grofle , and ſometimes devyou- 
red in grearer gobbers then is expedient , foire- 
times bring harder as not well chawed, fomer me 
glutinous and clammy; and therefor Y toſt:ciin 

the gullct , for many times the meat when it is net 

well ſhred is deteined in its paſſage, and to remove 


downward this detcined Bolus we ſtand in nced 
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of Drirtkt; and therefore Drink may nor be only 
eſtcemeAl the Vehicle of aliment through the moſt 
narrow regions of the Veins , but its vehreulum 
in all places; and ndtonly through the whole Gul. 
ler, bur allo where the meat deſcends from the 
Guller into the Stomack , by the benefit of this 
liquid vehicle it is carried through the whole bot- 
rome of the ventricle, and runs out alſo to the right 
fide, On rhe other fide the Guller is ſoft and nor 
open, as the Rough-artery is, bur caſily falls upon 
x {clf, and ſtayes the deſcent of meat, which others 
wiſc it was convenicnt ſhould deſcend as ſoon as 
may be, as well for the compreſſion of the adjacent 
parts, as the ſtomack, leſt it ſhould delay the con- 
coftion of the mear. And although Nature nor 
ehinking fit ro commit this neceſlary aRion to the 
weight only of the meat, whereby it is moved of 
it {elf , would have it moved of another ; and 
norwithſtanding, that the Gullet moverh the mear 
into the Stomack by narural inſtruments, that is by 
ſtrait Fibres artracting it, bur thruſting and preſ- 
ling ir down by tranſverſe Fibres ; yer ſhe hath 
ordained withal a Muſcule (to wit an inſtrument 
of the ſoul, which by a voluntary motion drives 
and thruſts down the meat into the Sromack) and 
this Muſculc is ſcared at the beginnihg of the Gul- 
lcr.having a tranverſe or orbicular poſition , and 
laid over the Guller, it comprchends it and draws 
ir rogerher, and by conſtringing thruſts the mear 
forcibly into the ſtomack , prefſivg-it down and 
driving it forward. Therefore when the mcat, 
thruſt trom the mouth 20 the begining of the Gul- 
let, and ſtreightned in and ——_ by the tran- 
verſe Muſcle, and being conſtrained to paſle by the 
Gullct,and torchwith actraed by the right Fibres, 
& by a conveniencic ot qualiry of the Ventricle, & 
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driven forward and in s manner comprecſ$'d or al. 
rogecher compreſs'd by the tranverle Fibres, comes 
ſtraight into the ſtomack; the ation If the Guller, 
that is Deglutition , is perfoamed and conſum- 
mare, the aQion being partly animal , and partly 
natural, And thar this flconger morion is requi- 
rcd in the rop cf whe gullergthe Larynx is the caule, 
which being of a thick body cartilagincous and ri- 
gid, and placcd atthe begining ot the Guller,ic had 
alrogcther hindred the ingreile of meat into the 
Gullet , unlcſlſe Nature had hcre conſtiruted a 
Muſcle the op!fea of Deglutition ; neither would 
this Muſcle ſufhce, by reaſon of the thick and hard 
body of the Laiynx , and oppoſed unto the gate of 
the Gullct, unlefle the Laiyix ar the inſtant of de- 
£lutition' ſhould rccurve it felt upward and unlock 
the compreſſed mouth of the Stomack. Tor it ap- 
pears, that whcn the mcat doth recurve the Lanny 
ſide-way to the Epig/ottis, and fluns the Chink, 
prohibiting the breath to iflue our , then that the 
Chink may be opened, and reſpiration made, the 
Laiyix as*rwere compelicd aſcends upwards, and 
ſo the Gullet gapes ; neither doth it alcend only 
upwards, bur ir is moved and diduced outward and 
foreward , and drawcs together with it the Gullet 
foreward and ourward , thereby to draw back and 
free it from the compretlure of che Spine,and open 
itin its orifice z and ſorhe meat cahily enters into 
it,and in the ingreflc the Tranverſc-Mulcle riſcuh

Yet, as Braſavola notes , there are many tha: 
drink without the moving of Tranſglutition ; bur 
that which they drink deſcends as it it were poured 
into a Tankerd ; as the Nurſe of his eldeſt Son 
Renatits was wont to do. In this caſe they need no 
mandcnt member. But he fayes this is rare , and 
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beſides nature; as it is befides nature to haye any, 
action vitiazed, for that happens: butrarely,togagas, 
Biajac, Com.nd lib. Hip, deat u(t. morb,ageut, 
Thete are the only mcn who ſeem able ro deny, 
that the Guller or Inner-pipe of the Neck, the 
Meatepipe or Viand-pipe,hath any publike aQtionz 
and thar ir is the way and paftage only , and doth 
nothing but as ir is'pervious and hollowed alongy 
thercin ir aftorderh a- way and patlage co-the meats 
Bur Action is a motive action ,, which is brought, 
forth of it {clf;; and it is not -an aQtion, or to does 
to be a Way, but only a Uſe ; which is in all thar 
do nothing, 1f the Gullet thould aQ, its ation 
would alrogcthcr confiſt about meat - and: drink ; 
bur it ir carry. the unconfected mear, it: works no= 
thing upon the meat; and theretore there Is no 
ation of the throat, Yet in the judgment of the 
beſt Anaronviſts, it hath a publique Action, which 
alrogerher reſpects meat and diink; And it is a 
Way, inaſmuch as it is hollowed ; but unlcfle ig 
thould a&, that way (in ſcoth). would be unproti- 
tble-and in vain. Yet we muſt confefle that Drink 
perchance (indeed) by reaſon of its thin and flu 
xilc ſubſtance wou'd flow downwards. Alchough 
tris well known, that matter is not traduced the- 
1 gh the Body as it were by ſtone+gutters, but is 
d:ipentcd and moved by Facultics. 

Now althovgh theſe men cheriſh not Nature fo 
well as orherwiſe they might z yer the filence which 
they obſerve in Eating. is very admirable, and ſu't- 
able ro the caurionary proviſion of Nature tor 
they deter their Conference until {omg other rime.

ved Anacreons life , who endangering himſelf this 


way,dicd by the ſeed of a Grape, 


In Candox-Ifland the people have a Faſhion, 
char while rhey are eating none dare ſper or cough, 
bur they muſt riſe and go forth; contrary ro the 
practical rule of the Grobzans, and indeed ſome- 
what againſt the freedome and liberty of Nature, 
alchough indeed theſe ations are ſomewhat im-

being cating and drinking, to rouch a haire, being 
the greateſt naſtineſſe and filthinefle in the world ; 
for, finding one haire in a planter of meat, they 
will not touch it, but remain rather without cating, 
iving it to the Birds and other creatures. So 
frie are they in their neat Superſtition, PuY- 
thas Piler.2.1ib.g. 


Theſe men by their praftice ſeeme to be angry that 
Nature hath planted baire about the mouth; A thing 
vo1yderogatory ſrom the honour of naturegwith whons 
Scaliger ( when his memoiy fail d him) ſeems to aſ- 
ſent , ſuppoſing that by reaſon of their poſition and 
Corpoirety beſetting the upper Lip, and cloathmng the 
mouth , they lye between the mouth and holes of the 
noſtrils, and prove troubleſom to the Noſe and mouth; 
too nicely withal obſeiwing that the increaſe of theſe 
harres placed about the meuth , hanging down ve; 
long ( being as a hedge about the mouth ) did hinde; 
the ingreſſe and egreſs of thoſe things for whoſe ſake 
Nature formed the mouth ; whoſe office was co« 


# [tion or aſſumption of ſolid aliment, the potation 
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of the ſaine al: mint, but liquid, expuition, and lots. 
£/04 , and ſometimes tefpiration ; to which office; 
the Lips © uld not be prompt and candy , beſieged 
with ſich long . bid propendeat Muſtachos , as ibe 
Senſes teach us; for al. hough we cndeat ou; to tis 
wort theſe” Muſtacho-haties while we eat, yel they 
deſcend, and entring together with the wieat into the 
month, are bitten withthe the teeth , whoſe picces 
we are compelted erthe; to ſpit ontyor ſorntimes in! 
prudently to devour ; And if we drink, theſe hairs 
ſwim m our drink , moiſted with whoſe trinklig 
dew they drep down upon the Beard of the Chin aud 
Cloaths, which is an waſecmly ſfiebt ; wherfore ty 
prevent theſe meonuenumees we are famto Wipe 
them :; In (petting they intercept the excrement, for 
that which js. czetted beſpatters and beſpaules them, 
which 1s an adrus foyht not to be endured. How they 
hunde; and diſturbe clocution , every man eannot ſo 
readily percerve; they only are able to juclge, whe 
can diſtmeuiſh the leaſt difference of voices, Their 
gravity and wight may a'ſo off md the upper Lip, 
and rider it unfit 10 amore caſte motion, 

Theſe are the wayes whith ſome have conceived 
#hcy might poſſibly be offenſtve and noxtons tothe u- 
ſes of common life, 1rhich is a complamt and cavi- 
lation analogical to that of Plinies of the nakedncſſe 
of man, and as waiit as his, They are no moie offen+ 
fue then other bavres , whith if not regulated by or: 
praftiqu2 mtelleft , their encreaſe may chance i 
proue ſomewhat troubleſome 5 aenher were they 
without reaſon placed about the mouth , and theit- 
ſore to cut all away, is as uaſeemly, as to ſhavetit 
creſt of a Lyon, being placed there ſur certain uſcs

ble length, Ne'we would bave theſe partictes (/o 
ja bare may be called ) their faſhron and more a.

Nature or Phyſical Axtome, which 1s, that they are

He that 
Will allow this ſcandal and ſlander of Nature to be 
true, muſt conſt e that evil 3s, quid poſitivum; for, 
the baijes of the Muſtacho's are exiſtent. More 
thankful to Nature 4s the ingeniousMontaigne in bis 
Eflayes in bis private acknowledgment, where ſþea- 
king of one who was wont to find fault withNature, 
that ſhe had not made proviſion for a ſweet bag to 
bang under oxr Noſes ; be explodes the cavil, al- 
leadging that his Muſt acho*s ſerved him to that pu;r-

naturaily want a Beard , as ſuffering themſtlues ts 
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be abuſed agaioft Nature. With a Rayſo; then to g0 
ſo eleep as to leave ito impreſſion of haire upon the 
Chin, as if we would with the ſame iron invarte the 
r00ts, butthat weſeare wounds and diforming 
Shars of the Shin, is ro turn vebel, and to ſhow a wil.

ſo:d'd things and recrements. Theſe therefore, who 
are ſoſalvage and far eſtranged from humane life, 
as not ts abbe; the ſordid toleration of their growth, 
Which wveiy much diſplcaſeth us, when by any 
negleft they gam an extavagant and claw-lthe 
a(þct ) bave lutle care or reſpett of their own bo= 
dies, Not but that the inci ment ofthe Nas is wery 
Maturat, and the care of theſe ( though ſmall things)

Yct 
ſurely in the ſtate of mnocencie , his abode in Para- 
diſe was ſo ſhort, that no inconvenence could hap- 
pen unto him this way , 0r any neceſſity enforce bum 
to cut bis nails ; although he had too quit a cauſe 
to bite his nails afterwards. Indeed, by no worſt 4 
law of Nature do we cut our Nails then our Hair, 
leit they. ſhould grow mato an odious and hooked 
eurvity, Unnatural flovens therefore are they, who

themfelves G. ntlemen , who have nothing but long 
Nails as the (refts of idle Gentility, *Tis true, 
the Nails decreaſe and wear by labour, and 1dlc- 
ues no way aireits thur mereaſe, according to the 
doftriac ofGalen,wh'ch theſe mens fancies approve. 
And thcrefore the Obſervation is not ſoſiebtile, ( as 
Merculialis zotes) which Cardan ſpeaks of mn his 
Book De Subtilitare, to wit, that he ſaw one who 
all Ins lifc-t1me-had no need to cut bis Nails.

But for women to nowrſhlong Nailes as a 
beauty, is a ſtrange Soleciſine, and a greater breath 
of the Law of Nature ; eſpecially, fi dantur un- 
gues ſexuales, as ſome hold in the affirmative, 
Nature , as Galen obſerves , allows ſt;arig Nailes 
only to them that have ſirong Tecth ;, becauſe ftrong 
Nails anſwer to ſtrong Teeth,and ſo on the cont; aiy, 
Plato therefore writes , that the Nails were made 
Norz gratia, for a figurative token; For ſince man 
Was among mud creatures, eithcy becauſe he hath 
#caſon , which much conduceth to manſuctude, he 
evght not to bave ftrong Nails, ſince be bath not 
Prong Teeth , much tefſ bath that impotent Sexe 
any colour of of pretence to long and ſtrong Nails, 
Fnce the Nails were never intended as weapons of 
offen frue ſer ate hing either in man or woman. 

Alcibiades ( as the Marqueſſe of Malvez zi well 
obſtrv's) contending with another Boy, makes uſe 
of bis teeth and nails; peradventure to ſhame hin 
whom he could not hut, and being not able to [frigy, 
would mark him ; His enemy taxeth him for being 
woman!fh , to fight with ſuch inſt; uments as wire 
not given him by Nature for that purpoſe ; He g/0- 
rics to be Lion-like, 

Nails commonly ſerve men and beaſts to cout! 
thc extremity of the veins, ſinews and artcries, that 
the natural animal and tal Fprrits might not (> 
wvaporate that way ;, they alſo ſerve many Beaſts 
in particular for offenſive and difenſee arms. | 
Nature doth 7'ot purge the bumous's by convenient 
wayes, it is either too weak, or too much oppreſſed; 
if a man vents his wrath with unbeſerming weas 
pons, either his rage ſwilling too high makes hin 
mad, or his weabneſſe caſts hum down, The ſhape of 
the Mouth, the ftuation of it, the weakneſſe of tht 
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treth,ave all evideyt fegns, that nature did not place 
them there for his defence + And who will imagine 
the Nails to be mans aims , ſeemg that when be 
will fight be hides them ; and whereas other Crea- 
twres (trike with an open paw, be only fights with a 
cloſed fit? 

But ſince they weave them for a beauty, it may be 
they have ſome ſuch lihe conceit as Ariſtophenes 
puts upon the Philoſophers , who kept (heir Nails 
wipared, not ſor miſcrableneſſe that they would not 
part with the paring of their Nails , but left with" 
the parings of therr Nails they ſhould loſe and com- 
mMunicate ſome portion of wiſdame diffuſed through+ 
out their imbs ; So theſe conceited women ſeem to 
loath to pait with this dangerous piece of affefted 
beauty, left perchance they ſhould loſe ſo firm and 
precious @ particle of” ther delicate and tender ſub- 
{tance,or loſe too opportune a weapon fitted by ait,ts 
w-eah their impotent revenge p0n any proveraion 
of thei” Cat=lthe valonr, 
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P A P --Faſhions. 
*- Hey of Malue in «Ethiopia have loathſome 


lovely long Breaſts ; for the young women, 

if they be rwenty or 25 years of age , they 
have their Breaſts ſo long , that they reach down 
upon their Waſtes; and this they take for a good- 
ly thing , and they go naked ro ſhew them for a 
bravery, Purchas pilg.2.11b.7, 

The people far within the Main of Seuth- America 
called Camucuiara, have Paps that reach under 
their Waſte, and necr to their Knees; and when 
they run, they bind them about their Waſte, 1dem 
pile 4.16.6. 

In the Kingdom of Senega , the women abour 
the ſeventeenth year of their age have their Breaſts 
forcibly drawn out by the mcn, who we a rope a* 
bour them for that very purpoſe , ſo thar they fag 
down to their Belly. Aloyſius Cadamu#t, 

The women of Mexico fo love to have great 
Dugs, that they ſtrive to have their Children ſuck 
over their ſhoulders. Montaigen. Eſſay lib.z, 

In the Iſland 4-n9bon, the Nurics have fo long 
Dugs , that they caſt them over their Shoulders, 
Du Pegr.Hiit, ind. Grient, 

The women of Guinea, when their children cry 
to ſuck, rhey caſt one of their Dugs backward over 
thcir Shoulders , and ſo the Child ſuckcth as it 
hangs. Purchas pilg.2.lib,7. 

So alſo do the 1:1ſp-nomen ar this day , whoſe 


Breaſts (as one ſayes) were fir to be made donny: 
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bags for Eaſt or Weſt-Ind.;an Merchants, being 
more then half a yard long , and as well wroughe 
as any Tanner in the like charges could ever mol. 
lite ſich Leather, Lythgough in bis Travails, 


The chief uſe of the Breaſts is the generation of 
Milk ; that they may be aſhamed, who ſor nicity and 
delicacy do fo. fer this priucipal uſe of theſe excellent 
paits , and make them onely Slates or Bawdes of 
Luft, 

More innocent are the Maldives in the other 
harmlefle extream , who count the Breaſts ſhame- 
full parts not ro be ſpoken of, who carefully hide 
them, and to ſpeak of them they account very 
laſcivious and diſhoneſt :; the Maids gonaked>un- 
rill cheir Breaſts begin ro bear out and increaſe, 
and then they think it a thing ncedful to cover 
them , holding ir as greata ſhame to ſhew them as 
their privities. Purchas pilgy, 2.11b.9, 

The moſt noble Virgins of Scco'a in Florida 
alſo, ate more modeſt then ours, who for the moſt 
part apply their Hand to their Shoulders, ſo coyc- 
ring their Breaſts in ſigne of Virgin modeſty , bc- 
ing naked all the reſt of their Body.De Bry hiſt 1nd, 

There being good reaſon in Nature , why wo- 
men ſhould have a modeſt regard of them, and not 
ſo openly expoſe them ; becauſe the conſent be- 
tween the Breaſts and Wombe is very great, inſo- 
much as the onely contreRation of them provoketh 
luſt. Theſe Breaſts, the ſtorc-houſes of Milk , re- 
ſemble a half Bowl, they riſe the breadth of rwo 
hngers high,whcn Maids begin to have their cour- 
ſes, and when they ate full ripe and grown mar- 
riagcable , thcy fwel ſo that they way be covered 
with the hand ; whigh Arifophanes cals wiaa, 
the goodly Apples of the Breaſt, And leait che 
heavy 
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heavy Breaſts ſhould flag down too low , becauſe a 
woman gocs alwayes upright ; they are knirand 
ryced by their whole Baſis or Bortom , to the Bonie 
part of the -Cheſt : A fault rherefore it is in rhe 
women of Ir(lzad and orhers, who never tic up 
their Breaſts ; but they fin with a higher hand a- 
gainſt the law of Nature , who forcibly endea- 
your to break theſe Bands, by drawing them out 
unto a monſtruous and ugly greatneſle ; this good» 
ly ſagging Dugs,a Pap fathion which they ſo affe&, 
being ro no end,, unkfle to make their children 
more laddle-noſcd , which is the uſuall inconveni- 
ence that attends them who ſuck Nurſes with over- 
greatJuxuriant Breaſts, Nature (indecd) ſome- 
times is a little luxuriant, and exuberant in the 
Breaſts of ſome women ; a remarkable Hiſtory 
whereof * Sa/muthius hath in his Medicinal Obſer- 
vations of a Patient of his, the wife of a Secretary, 
who before marriage was endowed with great 
Breaſts ; which notwithſtanding, at the firſt time 
of hcr impregnation did encreafe and riſe to a grea- 
ter, nay even a moſt horrid Blk; and they al- 
waycs attcr her Concepiicn did fo encreale , that 
they were wont to hang down even unto her knees; 
at which ſtrange cafc Sa/muthus ftood amazed 
when her husband ſhewed her Breaſts um him z 
wondering at the matter, which otherwiſe uſcth to 
be colle&cd rowards. the Childe in the wombe, 
making together the Belly tumid, thar ſo great 
quantity ſhould aſcend upwaids, or creep to the 
Breaſts ; When:e he oblerved , that there is nor 
onely a conſent berween the Veins of the Womb 
and Breaſt , bur. a conflux allo. *(«1, 2. 06, 


But although Nature ſometimes prevaricates in 
the ſhape of the Breaſts, and Divinc Providence 
hath 
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hath gone beyond the Rules , ro which ſhe hath 
neceflarily conſtrained us; it is not to give us 2 
diſpenſation from them ; they are blows of his 
Divine hand,which we ought not imitate, bur ad- 
mire as extraordinary examples and marks of an 
exprefle and particular avowing of the ſeveral 
kindes of wonders , which for a teſtimony of hig 
omnipor2ncy he affordeth us beyond our orders, or 
forces ; whach ir is folly and impiery togo abour ro 
repreſcnt, and which we ought nor to follow , bur 
contemplate with admiration , and meditate with 
aſtoniſhment, being aRs of his perſonage and not 
of ours. 

More commendable are the women of 4-aba, 
who dce might'ly affe& lirtle Breaſts, and uſe all 
the Art they can device to have them ſo ; and rhe 
practice of ſome Ind;an women in part acknow- 
ledgeth the detormity of ſagging Breaſts ; who 
having Teats that become loole and hanging , ule 
therefore abortions with a certain hearb , becauſe 
they will not have this defornyity ; and when they 
fall , the principall women bear them up with 
Bars of Gold:allowable therefore is the ule of thole 
Coſmet iques which are contrived by Artto reſtrain 
the exubciancy of the over-grown Breaſts, and re- 
duce them tothcir natural proportion. Purch.w 
p'lz.3. lib. 2. 

Bur ir is no ſmal aggravation of their offence a- 
gainſt Nature, that rheſe women ſhould ſo love to 
have great Dugs , that they ſtrive to have their 
Children ſuck over their Shoulders : for, this is 
a device contrary to the intention of Nature, as 
plainly appears by the ſciruation of the Breaſts, as 
we have ſhewed in our Yox {opoiis , or Horal 
Anatomy of the Body. 

Sutable to this abſurdity, is the cuſtome of the 
Titi 4h 
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T#h:ſh women , who carry not their children in 
thcir arms as we do, but aſtride on their ſhoulders, 
(Helys,) Burt more conccircd is the faſhion of the 
Matrons of Daſamoirquee in Florida , who have a 
ſtrange manner of carrying their children, plainly 
diveric from ours : For we, as a geſture more con- 
formable to the hint of nature , carry ours in our 
arms before our breaſt ; they taking hold of the 
right-hand of the child, bear them on the'r back, 
embracing the childs left-hecl with their leſt, by 
a way as wonderful and forcign, as it is averſe to 
nature. De By. 

Bur if I ſhould ſay that men in ſome Countries 
have great Breaſts bearing out like unto women 
which give ſuck , and that many men have given 
ſuck unto their own children, it would ſound very 
ſtrange and ſomewhat againſt kind ; Yer upen 
credible witneſſes it appears to be very true, For, 
one Pcicy a Chriſtian Cafar at Soſula , his wite 
dying aftcr travel of a daughter , nouriſhed the 
ſame with milk of h:s own breaſt for a whole year ; 
Pitry of the motherlefſe cry.ng Infant, which his 
poverty could not otherwile relieve, cauſed him to 
leck ro (till ir with 'aying ir ro his breaſt,and then 
gave it ſomwhat to erink, which having continucd 
wo or three daycs, his breaſt began to yicld milk, 
Purchas file.z.l b.g. 

A poor few of 0:mizs nouriſhed his ſfonne w:th 
his breaſt, the mother dying when it was young in 
the cradle. 

A poor man in Morura , being fixry years old, 
had as much milk as a Woman-Nurſe , and gave 
ſock ro twochildren. 

Cardan affirms, that he ſaw at Perce one Anto- 
ny Buſey, of thirty years & age , who had ſuch a- 
bundance of milk in his breafls , as was m_ 

uſtt- 
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ſuſicient to ſuckle a Child, bur ir morcover ſprout- 
ed out exuberantly. Caidan 4. de Hiit, Anim. 20, 
de Subtil.12., 

Surely the analogie berween the Breaſts of Man 
and Woman is ſomewhat greater then is ordinarily 
granted ; although this be ſomewhar more then 
thar which Sa/mutbus relates of a Maid-ſcrvant, 
who having the care of an Infanr,laid him in the 
ſame bed with her Ie, and as Wenches are ſome 
times prone to be wanton, ſhe often offers him her 
breaſt to ſuck ; her Courſes ſtop , ſhe hath there- 
upon milk in her breaſt and gives ſuck. Sam. in 
0b/.Med,cent.1.ob.9t. 


I have not wherewith to accuſe theſe Male-nurſes 
of tarapering, with their Breaſts ; yer ſince the 
buſineſle concerns the reputation of Nature , *ris 
worth the ſcanning. Anatomiſts ſay,that men have 
ſcarce any Glandules , fince they ( according to 
Hippocrates ) were not to have any milk in their 
Breaſts : yer they deny not that ſuch a kind of 
humour like unto milk may be eugendred in them, 
which Ariſtotle cals milk, but unfit for nouriſh- 
ment ; As Bauhinus obſerv'd in rwo men, whoſe 
Breaſts were repleniſh'd with a more copious Juice. 
(Bauhm. Anatom,) Yet the ſame Author fayes, 
that they who have viewed the New world reporr, 
that men there generally almoſt have ſtore of milk 
in their breaſts, (1dem ibid.) Fontanus acknows 
ledgerh, that through the goodneflc and perfeion 
of temperament, milk is found in rhe breaſts of 
ſome men, ( Nic, Font.a/t.Med.parN,) And Galen 
confeſleth that ſome men have glandules in their 
breaſts ; wheretfore theſe things vary according to 
Individuals ; but that theſe glandules are in all 
men, you may without forcing the Text colle& : 

For 
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For fince he aſſigns a double uſe of them, ( 7 zu 
par.extiemn) how can they fatishe the other and 
the common, if they were drſtiture of glandulcs 2 
and to what end ſhould chat conformanon of the 
Tears be fo like , thar not a tew men have given 
{uck, (as the Hiſtories above mentioned witneſle. ) 
Wheretorc if we turn away the cal\umny trom Na- 
ture in the Glandules , how ſhall we ar length a- 
vert it inthe Teats + Burt y<tthe queſtion is, whe 
ther the Breaſts of men generate mitk accordin 
tonature ? *Tistruc, there wants in the Breaſts of 
man that Conlent with the Womb,and there wants 
the congrefle of the Mammillarics deſcendent,with 
the Epigaſtiical aſcendent : If therefore for theſe 
two caules the Breaſts ingender no milke, why are 
we deluded with a falthood of their glandulous bo- 
dics > There is preſent the centormation of the 
Tears chat Milk may flow out, why ſhould nor then 
the argument conclude ? Hofman anſwers, that e« 
ven as they are, yet they ate not for Milky and he 
would nor have that which happens ro one man 
of thouſands, to be attributed to all men z account- 
ing theſe ſtories of the new world to be little better 
then Fables, Nature when ſhe would have both 
Sexes to be like 9nc unto another,ſhe madeBreaſts 
in men ; for ſince matter was preſcnt, what uſe 
could the make of it unlefle this, the being ſtudious 
ro preſerve the analogie berween man and woman. 
Neither are they in vain in men, ifthey fulfil bur 
the ule common to both Sexes. 


The chief of the Guard of the King of (ongoare 
eft-handed Amazons, who ſear off their left Pap 
with fire,becauſe it ſhould be no hindrance to them 
in their thooting, (Purchrs pilg.g.l b,7.) Whereas 
the ancicnt 44243045 , of whom we hear fo oft in 
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learned Authors , were wont for the ſame caulc to 
ſeare off their right Breaſts, which was then the 
ſhe-Archers fathion. P##ta ſayes, the Amazons 
were wont to ſcar off their right Paps, that more 
nouriſhment going into the hand next it, might in- 
creaſe the ſtrength of that which was but weak by 
Naturc. Others ſoy, that the ;4mazons much 
helping themſelves in the wars with Bows and Ar- 
rows, and finding that in this and other cxerct- 
{s ot Aus their Dugs or Breaſts were a very great 
hinderance to them, they uſed to burn off the 
righe Pap both of themſelves and their daughrersg 
and thereupon they were called 4230s , which 
fgnificth in the Greek tongue, No Breaſts. Porta 
Human, Phiſiogn. lth.z, 


The Breaſt s by Nature are two even as the who'e 
body alwayes i bipaiFite that like good hand-maids 
th:y might ſerve their Dame the woembe , which 
ſeems as 1 were parted ito two; for the Milk the 
Fucus of Nature,as Plaro ca's it, comes not into the 
Breaſts untill tie Infant be tiroughiy prifefied; and 
that if there be two Infants , yet thiy mrght both at 
once have wherewith to ſalt: fie and _—_ them : 
But thiſe Amazons diſtarding the tenderneſſe of 
they Sex , and defirmg to improve themſelves Vis 
raets, abbreviate Natives provifien , for an unnd- 
tural conveniency ; whereby the proportion of the 
Breaſt for oinamat of the Chet, and the compleat 
repreſuntation of it is loſt. This their tnfittution be- 
mg dcHtruttive to another ſecondary uſe of the Paps, 
to wit, of ther f{tilnaim ; for they were ordamed 
to be a hiade of covering aud defence ſor the heart , 
aad that themſelves baving recerved heat and che- 
riſhinent from the heart , might again return nuto it 
warmth , (uh as we get by Garments we m_ 

avoxe 
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about us; Hence it is, that thoſe mm who have 
great Bieafts bearing out like a woman vvat g2tes 
ſuch ,as a Cafar im the river Quiliame which we 
read of had ,ere of a colder” temperament, as Nature 
ſeems to intimate by a more then ordinary pro- 
viſion of this covering ; eſpecially this uſe 1s ma- 
arfeſt m wome!, in whom theſe Breafts grow often- 
times into agieat maſſe and weigit , ſo as they be- 
ing far colder then men , their entails unde; the 
Hypocond;ia are warmed by them, Another penal- 
ty of therr crime againſt the offended majeſty of 
Nature they mult needs wenrie , unleſſe with thei; 
Breafts they put off the very Nature of woman; ſince 
another uſe of the Paps,according ts *Hippocrares, 
was, $0 receve excrementilious moiſture; for if 
(ſauh Hippocratcs) any diſeaſe or other event take 
away a womans Paps, her Yoyce becometh ſhrilley, 
ſhe proves a great ſpitter, and is much troubled 
with pain im he Head, *Lib. de Glandulis, 


The Inhabitants of Malhado, the men have 
one of their Paps pierced from the one fide unto 
the other; and there are ſome that have them 
both peirced , and in the hole which chey make, 
they carry a Cane acrofle, of che length of rwo 
ipans and a half , and rwo fingers thick ; and this 
is a ſingular piece of gallancy with them, Pu7- 
Chas prlgy. 4. (tb, 7. *

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Dangerous Faſhions and deſperate affecia- 
tions about the Breaſt and Waſte. 


d I He Pergamites, as it appears by Ga/ens ob- 


ſervation , had a great affe Ration of old in 
ſtreight ſwathing of their children. The 

walls ( faith he ) ot the Breaſlsare for the moſt 
part depraved by Nurſes, while they from'the 
firſt education do over-ſtritly big thcem abour 
with ſwathing-bands : eſpecially ( faith he ) is this 
daily done among us to Virgins , for while their 
Nurics are ned their Hips and fides, 
that they may exceed the Breaſt jn magnitude, 
they roll them all over with certain bands , and 
more vehemently reſtrain and compreſle all the 
parts of the Scapula and Thorax, #hece it comes 
19 paſſe ſometimes , that whin all the parts arenot 
equally compreſſed , the Breaſt 1s made to bunch out 
forward or clſe the hindcy paits that belong to the 
Bath-bone are made eibbous , ſo that they become 
cr00k-backt, Another inconvenience alſo ſollowes, 
that the Bach becomes as it were quite broken, and 
brought to one ſide , inſomuch ( mdeed ) as one of 
the Scapula*s 15 no! mcreaſed , but appeares ſmall 
and compreſſed, We have the judgement of Fa- 
bnicins Hild ans and Sennertus both Learned men, 
rouching this matter, In certain Regions (faith 
Hild ans) and families,it is a cuſtome by involving, 
their little Infants as ſoon as theyare born ( for 
what cauſe they know not ) ro Penthem up in roo 
ſtreight 
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fircight Swathing-Bands z whence it often hap- 
pens , that their bodics and limbs protuberate 
with crooked bunches, and other deformirics of the 
knecs, legs, and other parts ; but alſo by reaſon 
of the more ſtri revolution, it happens(which no 
man needs to doubr of ) that their bones being yer 
render, ſoft, and cartileginious, are eaſily wreſted 
and drawn out of rheir natural ſciruation , which 
afterwards by degrees harden into an excreſcence, 
_— he had obſerved in many. Lb, de Morb., 
miciſt. 

Hcreupon becoming, crook-backx and lame, the 
natural proportion of the body is depraved, and the 
Body made incommenſurate z for, whereas a mea- 
ſure taken from the Crown of mans head to the 
ſole of his foot , ſhould anſwer to the diſtance be- 
tween the middle finger of his right hand to the 
middle finger of his Icft hand when his armes are 
ſtretched out to the full length ; this proportion 
cannot be obſcrved in crook-back't men,and hence 
they are juſtly accounted unproporrioned. 

We in England are noted to have a moſt per- 
verſe cuſtome of Swathing Children, and ſtreight- 
ning their Breaſts. Which narrownefle of Breaſt 
occaſioned by hard and ftriet ſwadling them, is rhe 
cauſe of many inconveniences and dangerous con- 
ſequences. For, all the bones of new-born Infants, 
cſpecially the R:bs of the Breaſt , are very render 
and flexible , that you may draw them to what ti- 
gure you pleaſe ; which when they are too ſtrictly 
fwathed with Bands, reduce the Breaſt ro ſo narrow 
a ſcanrling , as is ape to endanÞer not only the 
hcalth , but che life of children, For hence it is, 
that the greateſt part of us are fo ſubje& ro a Con- 
ſumption and Diftillations , which ſhorren our 
dayes and bring us to an untimely Grave, For = 
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who have more traight and narrow Breaſts, are 
neceflarily made opportune ro ſpitting of blood, 
diſtillations,and the inflamations of the parts of the 
Breaſt ; fince the Lungs in ſuch grow very horfor 
when the reſt of the Body retains its proportion 
and due magnitude , and & Breaſt is made nar- 
rower , more blood is colle&ed abour the Breaſt, 
then it can digeſt or expel from ir ſelfe , whence 
neſtling in thole cavities ( eſpecially of the Arteri- 
ous Veins, or Ve:nic-Arterie ) degenerares into 
the cauſes of many diſeaſes. Moreover, the Breaſt 
it ſelf corrupted, is very much weakned, whereup- 

on the blood flowing thither horrer or ( ſtickin 
there ) becoming ſharp, doth eafily crode the vel- 
ſels, ncirher is Nature able now to defend her ſclte 
any longer. The Breaſt hath an oval figure, in 
ts natural magnitude it doth make eight Geome- 
tricalinches;to wir,that which begins at theThroats 
bone , and is terminartcd in the Sword-like Carri- 
lage;z the Back from the &rſt vertebra of the Breaſt 
tothe endof the rwelverh,or reaching to the begin- 
ning of the firſt of the Loyncs, obtains a Geome= 
trical foot and one inch: So that the Breaſt is ſhort- 
cr tien the Back by five inches , the Sides run our 
trom the Clavicula to the end of the Breaſt, where 
the Baſtard-Ribs end , and have nine inches and a 
halte, the Peripheria of the Breaſt is two Geome. 
rrical foot and two inches, If you render your breath, 
it is narrowed an inchz It you take it in, it is dila- 
ted rwo inches z this is the natural proportion, 
Now when either by Nature, or this fooliſh vio- 
lence of Art, the Breaſt by compreſſing is made

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voices, at. ! ro be more womnith , that conjoined 
with her , ſhe might the better conceal her uſur- 
pat.on and countcite't minaood, Upon which 
there aritcth a Phyſical qui ftinn, 4. ber the Tee 
[ticles be requt ied to ts fo m ag of t're Voice ? 
Galen in his Book 4e $e-mmaeteacheth us, that they 
do confer ro the ftormarion of the Voice, alchough 
they arc remote trom the other Inſtruments of the 
Vo.cc ; the cauſc is placed in their native hear, al- 
though it be nor the proximate cauſe , but the 
antecedent cauſe ; for Galeit in thc fame book doth 
conft.cure the Teſticles ro be next the heart, a 
Founcain 6f heat and ſtrength 5 ſo that the Teſt- 
cles cur out, not only rhe the other Fountain is de- 
ſiroyed , bur the hear of the very Heart is leflened 
and debilitared. One Fountain therefore of hear 
dcftroyed , tac others ſtrength is decayed, and by 
conlcquence there is a necetfity the Voice ſhould 
be changed; And Caſtration is ſoexpzrimenrally 
known to advance the ſmalncile and {wecrnefle of 
the Voice, that as an ingen:ous * Travcller hath 
lately obterv'd, in Flazence they are fo given ro 
the muſique of the Voice, thar there the Grear ones 
keep their Caſt,at! , whole voices ſcandalize their 
breechcs. Concerning the reaſon of this cfteR of 
Caſtrat'on , the conceir of Ar ſtotle is pretty, 2l- 
though it agree net with the comm'n opinion, 
who thinks the Heart is ſtretched by the Teſticles, 
and cherefore wlaxed when they arc cut away z 
and ſo a common Principle affe&ed, becaule rhe 
Ni:ength ot the Nerves is relaxcd or looſened in 
their original or beginning. Even as we' fee it 
gommeth t> paſſe in Inſt.uments which heye a 
more acute or treble found waca the ſtrings are 
ſtcerched,and a lower and more remiſle whren they 
a:c lookncd ;. r:ght fois it in Eunuchs, the _ 
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cles being raken away , and fo the Heart afteReds 
the Voice and very torm becommerh womanith. 
But accord:ng to Anatom:cal verity , the ſtrength 
of the Heare dependeth not upon the contention 
or ſtrerching, of the Teſticles , but upo: his own 
proper temper ; neither it the Heart needed any 
ſuch ecnecr , were the Teſticles pins fhrting tor the

Two wayes there arc of this unnatural Dilopi-

Put the keen jcalouhie of later times hath gone 
a littic ncercr with Eunuchs, and made them taſte 
deeper of the Ralcr, cven tothe twal deprivation 
of the Gen'tals : For although at fit among the 
Tuhs ther Vunrycks were en'y Caſtrati, pgelt; 
bi.t 
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bur when one of the the Emperors had once ſecn 
a Gelding(rhat was proud of a ſtring)lcap a Mare, 
he never atrer would truſt any of his Eunuchs with 
any parr of their virility, no way contiding in 
fmplc Eanuchs. Upon ſuch like d:ſcovery made 
wpon their Eunuchs,this kind of Eunuchiſme grew 
into faſhion in Pero and all the parts of the Le- 
vant , where it is a cuſtome to geld their Male- 
children when they are young, that being Eunuchs 
they may be capable of places of truſt and prefers 
ment in Princes Courts, who indeed are often ad- 
vanced by that means , none being held ſo truſty 
as they , eſpecially ro look to their women , who 
therefore think they have a good bargain in ex- 
changing the natural Conduit of their Urine for a 
Quill, which they wear in their hats in way of 
a jolly oftentation, 

* Maicus Paulus Thenetus, and Garcias d* Ota 
a Portugal Phyiirian, do deliver for a certainty, 
that in Bezga/a ( a Kingdom moſt potent at this 
day, ſcared on the Iſlands and mourh of the River 
Ganges in the Eaſt-Indics ) ;the Moors inhabiting 
that place do travel unto other forain lands, and the 
mbecing Ifles to buy young Children , whoſe 
parents being poor and covetous of mony , do (cll

bave made theinſelucs Eunuchs ſor the kingdome of 
God, ina literal ſenſe, and to that cnd caſtrated 
himſclfte. And there were many ' in his time 
and fince,were hardly conceired, and ( that juſtiy) 
that he in the flower of h's Age, being then abour 
twenty five yceres old , ſhould deprive himſelfe of 
Virga virilis, not having in thoſe parts any diſcaſe 
that m'ght r£qu're any ſuch cxtirpation ; for, to de- 
prive himſclt ( however ſanimonious his intenti- 
on were ) of thoſe paits , contrary tothe order of 
Nature, was an unlawful mutilation,and meer trea- 
ſon againſt her.

' COMWhich may maniteitly be proved by ſacred Hiſto-= 
reſſeth rics : The ſons of Zacob, after they had fraudu- 
m , MYcnty circumciſed all the Males in the City of Si- 
in them fituare in the Land of Canaan,rhey took them 
wouldFhe third day after their Circumciſion, and made 
0 ſeeFhem paſſe the edge of thc fivord ; For they well 
arenFnew that they were ſo fore and tormented with 
aſe USain, as they could nor ſtand upon their own de-

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The Aſſyrians indeed have a new way,as it were 
by ſtrangulation,when they would circumciſe great 
youths or men , that they may not feel the pains 
they lay them upright in a Bath, and comprehend 
the Veins about the throat, whereupon ſcnſe and 
motion are intercepted, and fo they cut off their 
Privities as Apoplectical parts of the Body.

The women art the Cape of Good Hope alſo ex- 


ciſe themſelves, nor from a notion of religion, but | 


as an ornament, Herb.Travels, 

In Ethiopia , eſpecially in the Dominions of 
PTrefte;- Foln, they circumciſe women. Theſe 4- 
baſſines have added crror upon error,and fin upon 
ſin; for they cauſe their Females ro be circum- 
ciſed, whom they call Copht-s. A thing which was 
never pratiſed in Moſes Law, neither was there 
ever found any cxpredle commandment to do tt. 
I know not where the Noſelefle Moors learned it; 
for they cur their Females , although they be 
marriage- eſtate , taking away a ccrtain Apophyy 
er cxcreſcence of muſculous skin, that defcendet\ 
from the ſupcrior part of rac Matrix , which ſom 
call Nympha or Hymcaca , one growing, on cithc 
ſide, even ſo far as the orifice of the Neck of th 
Bladder , which ſerve the erection ro Co:tion 
Many women both here and cl{where, have cauſc 
themlelves to b- cur, as bzing over-great and c1 
ceeding Nature , but not for any marter of R6 
ligion. In all which places, ir is done, by cuttin 
that part which anſwererh the Prepuce or Foreski 


in a nan,that is by curtirg the C{ttorzs or Nymph 
whit 
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which is revera a little Yard, In Greek it cometh 
from an obſcene word fignifying contreQation, 
bur properly it is called che womans Yard, the 
Head whereof properly called Tengo by Fuvenal 
is covered with a tine skin made of the conjunRi» 
on of the Nymphe, as it were with a fore-skin. 

This is anſwerable to the member of man ; from 
which ir differs in the length, the common paſlage, 
and the want of one pair of Muſcules, but agrees in 
ſciruation, ſubſtance and compoſition;and although 
for the moſt part it hath bur a ſmall produRtion, yer 
ſomerimes it groweth to ſuch a length,that ir hang» 
eth without the cleft like a mans member, cipeci» 
ally when ir is fretted with the rouch of the cloaths, 
and foſtrutteth and groweth to a rigidity as doth 
the Yard of a man ; And this part it is which thoſe 
wicked women do abule called Tribades, often men« 
tioned by many Authors, and in ſome States wor= 
thily puniſhed ) for their mutual and unnatural

Indecd many famous Phyſitians have once con- 
ceived an opinion , as if Nature had nct endewed 
all Virgins with this ornament or muniment of in- 
tcprity ; among, whom I moſt bemoan the errour 
of Antonmus um in this matter z in other things 
a faithful champion of Nature, and zealous of her 
honour ;. Whercas Yeſalius, Falloprus , Sprgelirs, 
and the moſt ocular Anatomiſts, are ſtrong aſler- 
rors of this Natural preſervative , making ir good 
by an optical demonſtration. Among the reſt}. ers 
moſt politively , and as the truth requires athrms, 
that all kinde ot Maids arc from the b.ginning en- 
dowed with this Birth-righr of Virg.nity, not one 
excepted ; and that this exiſts the preſcrver , and 
keeper , and muniment of Corporal purity; Nor 
is this Hymencan conſtirution univerlally cſtabli- 
ſhed by an ordinaty Law , bur Nature is fo ſolici- 
tous abour the ſakegaurd and proteFion of Virgins, 
that for the more lecure ſtra;ghtning of the Vugin 
Zone, as it wcre with the expanſion. of a thinner 
Skin, doth ſomerimes draw over another m-m- 
brane, which tranſvaſcly like a Zone ſtretched 
our doth cover the chXK of the Hymen ; which the 
moſt skiltull Difſeors have deſcribed in like 
manner for the Hymen , although it be found in 
few , and bcing tound, by the raſhnefſe of the 
Midwivcs it is tox the mwll part as. an unprofi- 
table 
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table covering, burſt or broke a ſunder, Yeſlingrs 
who hath viſibly exhibited the Hymen to chaſte 
mindes, as it is obſerved in marriagcable Virgins; 
and Infants, hath deſcribed the form alſo of this 
extraordinary membrane. After all which ocular 
d<monſtrations, I cannot bur wonder at the ſtrange 
dilſention of ſome other Anatomiſts, who al- 
though they allow a Hymen or Virginal Flower, 
will have ir to conſiſt of foure caruncles, placed in 
the midle of the Neck of the Wombe , in manncr 
ofa crown ; and in Virgins by the intervention 
(untill they be forced aſunder in devirgination) of 
lirtle Fibres circularly interwoven and wrinckled 
together, yet preforated as the other. Among 
whom Lodovicus Gardinius m Inititut. enter'd his 
diſſent thus: To fay that any $skin placed over- 
thwart in the midſt of the neck of the Wombe, 
which ſhould make the Neck impervicus , ſhould 
be the Hymen, is altogether tabu!ous, or at leaſt is 
ſo beſides the order ofNature;as the ftring is, which 
ſometimes againſt nature is ingendred under the 
Tongue of Infants, to be took away. 

What a prodigicus conceit was that of Nero, 
whom nothing in the ordinary courſe of Nature 
would fatiche , bur the muſt needs have a Boy of 
his call'd Spor#s, cur, and made ( forſooth) a wo- 
mn, to whom he was ſolemnly married;which oc- 
caſioned ſome juſtly to ſay , that it had been happy 
for the Common-wealth., if Pom:tines his Father 
had had no other but ſuch a Wife. 

Of the natural change of the humane Sex, where 
women have ſeem'd to be chaiged into men , You 
may finde indeed many Hiftories both in Schenkins 
lib. 4. obſ. and 7 Kornmanus lib. de miraculis 
vivorum, and in Tulpius his Ob. one moſt rema; he 
able , which bath onely ſunk with then who were 
Ignorant 
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imovant in Anatomy : ſor, Nature was never yet 
eulty of any ſuch necdleſſe Mct amorphoſes,by extiu- 
ſion of myerted members, the /uppoſed way of this 
change z an crrour ſufficiently cmfuted by Autopti- 
call demonſtration of the Anatomy of thiſe pats, 
But that men ſhould be changed into women , is as 
rare almoſt mn Nature, as this Concluſion of Nero's 
was in Art.

M", Gr1mSton in his Eſtate of China ſaith , racy 
hold ic for a great grace ro have little Feet , and 
for this cauſ: from their Infancy they binde up 
their Feet hard , which they endure patiently, for 
thar 
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that they that have the leaſt fecr are held the 
propereſt women. Bur th.s cuſtome comes nor 
onely from their curiolitie , bur allo from the jea- 
lounc ot mcn, that have brought itin, tothe end 
that they thall nor be able rogo but w th pain, 
and that going flow!y, and with a bad grace , they 
ſhould have no great delire to go out of their 
houſes : and rhis cuſtorne [s ſo ancicart and recei- 
ved in this Country, as it hath in a manner the 
force of a law, ſo that thar Mother who ſhould 
break itin the breeding cf their Davghrers, ſhould 
incur the note of intamy, and be puniſhed. 

The Span!ſh women alfo are obſerved to haye 
little Feer but whether they uſe any artifice to 
advance that beauty, I have nor yer diſcovercd, 
This is ſoremarkable in tem, that whereas the 
Vote of the Provc:ib, for a handſome Woman, 
would have her Eng/!ſh to the Neck, French ro the 
Waſte, and Dit below :; an obſerving * Traycl.

Butt the great wonder is, that man x#pon ſo nai'iow 
Soles of his Fe«t ſhould be kept upright ayd no: fall; 
it betng truly admirable , that ſo vatt and erect 4 
Body, (ufterii'd with two props, to wit, his Legs, 
whoſe baſis is ſo narrow , as the loweſt tranſvuei(c 
amplitude of the Foot doth make , that he ſhou!d not 
fo; all them ſlide and fall , but conſift upon them, 
as we ſec it happcn m other things , wich are no 
better ſuſtemed then upon the ſmall Baſis of two 
Feet , which n ſooth would happen alſo in the Bo= 
ay , wnl«ſſe by the benefit of Muſcules the Feet were 
retained, and directed ſo fixt, that not enely when 
the body is erett and m equilibrio , but while it tt« 
cedes from it ut wiclines and 1s carried into this and 
that part , yct it doth not fall, As it happens unto 
Inſants new-boin,being yet weak ex feeble who fo7 
a while ui11ll thei; Feet that is,their Muſeules and 
Tendans be conl;rmed , can atither ſtand nar go. 
We cal thoſe ſmall Feet , which if they be com -

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pared with the body unto which they appertain , oy 
to other of the ſame hinde , and having the ſame 
bulk, are defeftive, and leſſe quantity of matter 
reſts i them, then ia othiy's of the ſame ſpecies, For 
that which fails in magnitude is called ſmal z as 
that which in mullitude, few; Smal Feit argue 
parncity of matter; and where through this affetted 
proiubition of growth the matty «of the Foot ts l:ſſe 
then natiirally it orght tobe, the weitue that was 
ordained to be in that malter, cannot be ſo wid 
and effetinal ; and if they by this artifice be 
brought alſo to be narrower m the Sopils , the patts 
mut be more conſus'd, and ſo not diſtin , nor ſo 
well articulated i which we may þleeily ſee in the 
Feet of women , which being nathrally ſhort and 
round , and alſo inaiticulate / and bave ſmal 
Toes, and there appears no footſtep, Buntes 0i 
Tindons; which aie more pleaſant to look upon, 
then ſerviceable to that office to which they were 
appointed ; which although thy may be accounted 
d-/icate, yet are not ſimply beautifull , having

Torquato Tofſo, in the compariſon he makes be- 
eween Italy and France , reportcth to have noted 
that the French commonly have more ſpinic and 
ſlender Legs then the Italian Gentleman, and he 
imputcth the cauſe tothe Frencli-mens continual 
rid.ng and fitting on horſc-back; which is the very 
fame trom which S#e:onis drawcth another clean 
Cc ntrary concluſion for he fauh, Germanic ; who 
had very ſmall Legs, had by thetrequent ule of 
this exerciſe , brought his ro be very big ; bur he 
rid without Stirrups after meat , the humours de-

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| $5 theScythians by their continual and immoderate 


uſe of horſmanſhip became the moſt impotent and 
Eunuch-like men in a the world , as Hippocrates 
aſhrmerh of them.

bcing ill ar caſe in their Legs and Hyps by reaſon 
of their continual riding withour St.rrops theirLegs 
alwaycs hanging , they became ſubje& to the

that man had been a more ſtately creature if he 
had had bur one Leg : and becauſe we have bur 
one Tongue , we ſhould never ſpeak but upon one 
Leg ; quite contrary ro the intention of Nature, 
who allowes us two tect for the firmer ſtation. And 
the Trrhes are a little roo great fitters, uſing their 
Legs ſeldome in progreſſive motion, bur fir ſtill on 
the ground like brute-beaſts, and nor loving any 
ambulatory exerciſe ; thcy wonder at our mens 
walking in rurns, and are mightily diſcontented ar

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proved with fleſh. All othcr (reatures, if they ha-2 
ſufficient and proper food , will grow fat and be 
franked ; whereas men,although they have the bifi 
aliment exhibited to them , will not ia the many 
be fat : the chief cauſe whereof as to man, is itii- 
puted to his wery temperament ; but there ave three 
cauſes found which impede the ſatting of Man 
The fi: is , the great wariety and difjemilitude of 
meat, io which app(itamns, that many ma obſtre 
zot a certain time of repaft , whence thire ariſuth 
unequal concottions ; The other canſe is, immode. 
rate Veneyy or venerious cogttations 5 But the third 
and chicſeft cauſe is to be attributed to the ſollici- 
tous cares of his mind, which dry his wcry bones, 


The Gordians , when they appoint one to be 
their Chicf, they chooſe one of the moſt corpulent 
amongſt them ; for Corpulencie with em, con- 
trary to the opinion of Epamimnond; the Theban, is 
held a corporal vertue , whereas he could not en- 
dure a corpulent Souldicr, ſaying, that three « 
four ſhields would nor ſuffice to cover his belly, 
who had not a long time ſeen the Wirnefles of hs 
own Virility. Br«fon Facet, &+ Exempl.lib,7, 

The Goths would nor ele& any man to be ulicir 
King, except he were tall, grofle and very corpu- 
lent. On the contrary, the Saragens would have 
no King ro command over them, except he wete 
little, lean,and low of ſtature, Opinions althoug!: 
oppoſite, yer well conſidered, neither fide may bt 
yoid of reaſon. Reaſons pro & con you may tir 
in the Treaſirry of T14+1es, which are too long here 
ro inſert. Yol.1./1b.2.tap.17, 

Among the Lacedemon'ans, far folks were no 
only in diſgrace, but they did puniſh them by mol 
ſexcre Lawes made againſt them z For Lycug! 
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appointcd a ſmall Dycr to the Lacedemronians, on 
purpoſe that their Bodies by that ſtreighr Dice 
might grow up more in height ; for,the Vital ſpi- 
rits not being occupicd t-» concott and digeſt much 
meat, nor yct kept down nor ſpread abroad by the 
quanrity.or oycr-burden thereof, docnlarge rhem- 
{clycs into length, and thoot up tor their lightſom- 
nclie 3 and for this cauſc they thought the Body 
did grow in hcight and length, having nothing ro 
Ict or hinder the rifing ot the ſame. Ir ſeemerh 
(faith * P/uta;c!) that the ſelf-ſame cauſe made 
ehcm fairer alſo, For,the Bodies that are lean and 
fender, do bertcr and more eaſily yield to Nature; 
which bringeth a better proportion and a torm to 
every member ; and contrariwile it ſcemeth, theſc 
groſle corpulent and over-fed Bodies doencounter 
Naturc, and be not ſo nimble and pliant to her, 
by reaſon of their heavy ſubſtance. As we ſee it by 
experience ; the children which women bring be- 
fore their time, and be ſomewhart caſt before they 
flould have been born, be ſmaller and fairer alfo, 
and more'pure commonly, then other that gotheir 
time, becauſe the matter whereof the Body is 
formed bcing more ſupple and pliant, is che caſter 
weilded by Nature,which giveth chem their ſhape 
and form ; the natural, cauſe of which<tke& he 
gives place to them diſpute it who will, withour 
turther deciding rhe ſame, * Plutarch mm the life of 
LyCHrgrs, 

And indeed, as Levins Lemies obſerves, it is 
confirmed by daily experience, that children who 
do much Gurmandize, grow up lcfle comely , nei- 
ther ſhoot up to a juſt and decent longitude; for 
the native heart is ſuffocated und overwhelmed with 
too much moiſture , that ic cannor ſhape the Body 
to a comely ralnefic of ſlature ; whereas they who 
L 4 are 
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are fed moderately and uſe a ſparer diet, and feed | 


onely ar certain ſer times ,become nor very grofle, 
neither increaſe in fleth or grow far; bur their 
Bones rhereupon increaſe in length, So we ſce 
Young-men and Children in long continued fick- 
nefies to grow lean and flender , yer their Bodics 
eo ſhoot out in length and ro increaſe in ſtature, 
which Lemmnizs ſhould think happens by reaſon of 
drynefle ; for the Bones, ſince they are dry, they 
are nourithed with an aliment familiar and agree- 
able unto them, ſeeing that in fick men the hu- 
mours and aliment received, through hear and the 
drynefle of the Body become dry , the Bones are 
extended in length, and by reaſon ot the ſomwhar 
dry nouriſhment they gain lome adyantage in ſta- 
ture, cſpecially when man is in ſuch an age where- 
in his body (as ſoft and duQtile Potters clay) may 
be formed and produced in length. Remarkable 
examples of this truth are to be found ; for they 
have been ſecn,whom a Qyartan-Ague hath rais'd 
into Giant-like bulk and ſtature. Sprge/zus harh 
a ſtory of one Antenic of Antwerp, who lived in 
his time, who being bornAa little and weak Infant, 
of a ſudden through a diſcale became a great Gi- 
ant, Such with the Greeks are called &T&g7tA, 
in whom there lics hid the Seminary ot a dilcaſle, 
which cals forch a prodigious augmentation, with 
an untimely death, Salamne the ſonne of Euthe- 
men in three years grew up to the height of three 
cubirs, as Pliny repoits. In like manner, a Sonne 
of (ornelms Tacitus the Noble Hiſtorian , dycd

ſer to his growth , wherein by degrees and tacite | 
augmentations he atrainerh cither, roa Legitimate | 
or Dwarfiſh ſtature ; and that power of encrealing | 
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whereby the body happens ro be inlarged in lon” 
gitude , is ſeldome produced beyond the five and 
twentieth year , bur for che greateſt part is rermi- 
narcd within one and rwenticth year : Bur to 
grow far and corpulent, happens not to be done 1n 
ccitain ſpaces of time , bur by reaſon of nurriment 
when it is plentifully raken in , which may be ct- 
ther in the achmia or declination of our age * for 
although one be cramb'd, his body is not creed 
in length, buris dilarcd in bulk and breadth fcr 
the faculty whereby the body is nourniſhed is one, 
and that whereby it groweth up is another ; for 
truly, That is converſant about the plenty of ali- 
ment , This about the ſolid parts of the Body , to 
wit , the Bones, Nervcs, Cartilages, &c. which 
it they increaſe and are ſtretched our in length, the 
Creature allo attains unto an increment, although 
it be waſted with leanneſle and conſumed away. 
Therefore nature in producing the Bones , whence 
tie heighth of man proceeds, uſcth rhe force of 
heat, whereby ſhe nor a little dricth the humours, 
and accommodates the aliment for the nouriſh- 
ment of the Bones. Therefore itis the Amplify= 
ing force or Faculty which formeth out in length 
the Boncs of Febricitants, as wax ; by the vertue 
and hear of the ſeminal excrement , which in the 
v;gour of Age is very valid and cſhcacious for the 
performance thereof + For truly , if young men 
and boyes are accuſtomed ro Milk from their very 
Cradles, and given to Exerciſe, they will have tal- 
ler bodics, and prove ot a more decent and comely 
Stature ; becauſe by the drinking and uſe of milk 
the Bones are nouriſhed, which is a kin to ſeed, and 


an claborare and exactly concofted blood. Mede- 


rate feeding,and ar {ct times, with a diſcreet allow- 
ance of competent food withour pinching, may be 
L 5 the 
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the cauſe whence ralneſle of body may ariſe. Sa/- 
muthys * in his Obſervations ſpeaks of a certain 
Morher ( rather to be called a Step-dame ) who 
chid her Daughter, who was a married Wife, for 
giving her Children roo much mear, thar diſtended 
their ſtomacks and guts, whence in procefle of age, 
they would grow more greedy and nor caſfic ro be 
ſatisfied ; Upon which occaſion, he cals ro remem- 
branceaContention which aroſe in his preſence be- 
tween ſome of the Court women, and a Phyſician, 
whether Children of Princes about the ſixth or ſc- 
venth year of their age were to be allowed their Be- 
vers or afternoons Nuncians; which he denied:they 
on the contrary , were very carneſt and importu- 
nate with him ; arguing , that the native hear 
ſhould not be permitted to lic idle ; ar Icngth after 
much diſputation , one, and the chicfclt among 
them obje&ed ro the Phyſitian, the abjzeR Stature 
of his Body , whereas if he had been broughr up 
by his Mother with aſuller Dicr, he has grown up 
into a juſt ralncile of Stature. * (ent. 3. Ob, 
70. 


As to the magnitude of the Body , it is thiceſold, 
according to the triple kinde of Drmneaſtons, to wil, 
Longitude , Latitude, and Profundiy ; and theſe | 
con/iit in a due proportioned mediociity , or decline 
from it in exceſſe or deſelt ; which again may be 
more or leſſe.

They fay that Rhaſes and Albcitns had inven- 
tcd a way to gct little men by Art. * Paracelſus 
boaſts that he had reccived this ſecret of ſecrers 
from God ; affirming, that if the Sperm of a man 
do 
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do purrifie in a ſealed Goard, tothe higheſt purri- 
fa&ion of Horſe-dunge, forty dayes, or fo long un- 
rill ir begin co live an4 ro move and be ſtirred, 
which is caſie to be ſcen, after that it will be 
mn lome time like unto a man, yer pellucid and 
without a Body : Now if afterwards, it be daily 
warily and —— nouriſhed and fed with the fe- 
Cret of mans bloud , and conſerved for forty weeks 
in a perpetual and equal hear of Horſe-dung ; ir 
will thence become a trne Infant, having members 
as thoſe which are begor on women z bur ir will be 
farre lefſe ; Then it isdiligently to be broughr up, 
untill ir grow a Stripling, and begin to underſtand 
and be wiſe, And this ſecret is known to the 
Nymphs of the Wood , and;che Giants which are 
Iprung from thence ; for there are alſo great and 
miraculous men made , - who are Conquerours and 
Skilfull in ſecrets, becauſe they are born by Arr, 
therefore Art prevails in them , for it is born with 
them ; and therefore all learn of chem , bur they 
art not taught of others, being called the ſons of 
Wood-men and Nymphs , becanſe in reſpc& of 
their virtue they are not like man but Spirits, 
Thus Paracelſits , * Libr de verum aatura, 
Campanella,* though he confeſlcth experience 
had not as yet brought him to the underſtanding 
of this myſtery, and therefore after ſome ſcan- 
ning of he marrer doubts of rhe efte& ; yer he 
dares nor deny it © for where there is ſomething 
like unto the Wombe, and Intelligence, it ir be- 
come a humane body, God denies nor to infuſe a 
mind ; but where God reveals not he is ſilent; as 
for Parace!ſus his conceit that Giants and Nymphs 
were artificially born , rhar he ſaycs is falſe :: For, 
the firſt ought ro be born. withour humane Arr ; 
and thatthey uſed Art to the generation of men, 


ang Þþ 
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and not Nature ſeems uncertain & ſalſ, unleſſe rhe 
ieclligences, the executrices of Gods providence 
have uſed this Art in fome Region; as God 
in the forming of Aa, which is uncertain ; be- 
ſides ſaies he , I chink it falſe, that thoſe thar arc 
gotren by Arr, are more prudent then thoſe who 
are gotten the natural way, ana their Teachers; 
tor Nature is wiſer then Arr , fince Art is bur her 
diſciple, * De ſent Rirum. 

Thus bave we heard of the Pigmics of Paracel- 
ſus, that is his non-Adamitical mi or midle 
naluies , betwirt Aca and Spirits z wherem 
he has gone ſome way to meet thei; wiſh who 
deſire thee TWwiie a way to propagate the world 
without conuntiion with wormn'n,

I likewiſe ſuſpe ſome afteQarion ( ar firſt ) ro 
have occaſioned P'gmics, or that dwarkth race 
of pcople, or loweſt diminution of mankind com- 
prehended in one Cubir , or as fone will have it, 
in rwo foot or three ſpans, which make up an ag. 
grcegated habitation ; of whom , although the late 
* Learned Enquirer into vulgar and common er- 
rours is not fully ſatisfied, yer concludes nor an im- 
poſſibility, ſince it is nor defined in what dimenſi- 
ons the fonle may cxcrciſe her faculty , and what 
ſhould hinder that there might not be a 1ace ct 
Pigmics as there is ſometimes of Gyants.

Why ſome men, yea and they a mighty and con» 
ſiderable part of mankind, ſhould firſt acquire,and 
ſtill rera.n the gloſlc and tinure of Blackncſfle, 
tiey who have ſtriftly enquired into the cauſe, have 
found no lefle darkn«Hic in it, then blacknes in the 
&fc& ir elf ; -chere ariſing unto examination no 
ſuch ſarisfaQory and unquarrelable reaſons, 35 may 
confirm the.cauſes generally received , which are 
but rwo in number , that is, the heat and the ſcorch 
of the Sun , or the curſe of God on {har and his 
poſterity. That neither of theſe is the chuſe, * the 
Learned Enquirer into vulgar errours hath evinc'd 
or at leaſt made dubious; yer how and when this 
tnEure began,irt was yet a riddle unto him,and po- 
hrively to derermine ir, ſurpaſſed his preſumption z 
leeing therefore, ſaith he , we cannot certainly dit- 
cover what did ctfe&t ir, it may aftord ſome piece of 
ſarisfa&tion, ro know what might procure ir.

unto that hue which was naturally betore bur a de- 
grce or two below it, And this tranſmiſſion we 
ſhall! rhe caſter admirin colour , if ve remember 
the like hath been cffeed in organical part or ti- 
gurcs, the Symctry whereof being cauſally or pur- 
poſely perverted , hath viguurouſly deſcended to 
th-ir poſterities, and that in durable deformirics, 
This was thc begining of Macrocephali, or p2ople 
r.th long hcads. Thus have the Chineſes lirtle Feet, 
moſt Negrocs great Lips and Flat-Noſcs, and thus 
many $p4a4/a/4s and Mediterrancan Inhabitants, 
which arc of the race of Parbary-Moores (although 
after frequent comixture) have not worn out the 
Camoyſe Noſe untothis day, 

To omit (thercfore) the other conjeures of our 
ingenious Author, we ſhall rake leave in the tenor
